So that 
when the liquor men offered to take 
them off their hands, if licenses could 
be obtained, they voted for the repeal 
of the law, These men, Mr. Buchan- 
an says, have been some of the strong- 
est supporters of temperance in the 
past and are still in favor of loeal op- 
tion, They were influenced only by 
the fact that they stood’ to lose a great 
deal of money unless the hotels were 
put on a paying basis, Mr. Buchanan 
says that of course, the temperance |

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NEWSPAPERS WANT 
ONLY A SQUARE DEAL. 


In the Matter of Telegraphic Rates 
From the C. P. R.A Plea for 
Commission to Regulate Charges. 


Winnipeg, Man., Oct, 14.—Under the 
heading “An Argument for Regula- 
tion” the Free Press on Saturday says 
as follows: “There has ben trouble 
during the past few months between 
the newspapers of Western Canada 
and the ©. P. R. telegraphs, Only 
within the past fortnight has the pub- 
lic ben made aware of the trouble, by 
the action of the newspapers in carry- 
ing the case before the court of public 
opinion, To this newspapers were 
compelled as their only recourse. They 
made their appeal to the people, set- 
ting forth the facta of the case for the 
people to pass judgment upon. The 
trouble ended. The incident is 
closed. 

But closed incident though it is, it 
stands as a convincing proof of ne- 
ecssity of a tribunal charged by the 
people of Canada with the duty of 
adjudicating upon such matters, with 
the railway commission vested with 
this function, the recent trouble be- 
tween the newspapers and the corpor- 
ations in question which is chartered 
as a common earrier could have been 
adjusted speedily without friction or 
heat. With the principle of public 
regulation in operation, matters would 
have been set right, an equitable bal- 
ance being held betwen the newspa- 
pers and the publie service corpora- 
tion in question. The solution of the 
trouble has come about otherwise in 
this case and newspapers now find 
themselves in a position to do busi- 
ness with the C, P. R. telegraphs, as 
a carrying company transmitting me- 
dium on the basis whieh they believe 
to be right. 

The Western Associated Press, 
which had its birth in refent troubles, 
will continue as a co-operationve or- 
ganization of newspapers for collee- 
tion and distribution of news, Late 
unpleasantnes goes upon record, let it 
be said again, as an argument of ex- 
traordinary convineing iorce in sup- 
port of public regulation not alone in 
the interests of the public and of the 
newspapers, Lut in the interests Of 
just dealing to chartered common car- 
riers as well) Al) that is desired by 
P. as an organization and 
by individual newspapers is fair play 
all around. If the telegraph company 
can show that any rate which it 
charging not such as to yield it 
rightful return upon its investment of 
capital, its equipment and its costs of 
operation, it would rest upon a pub- 
lic tribunal to fix the rate that would 
yield it a rightful return and to such 
a decision newspapers would submit 
with most cheerful readiness. 

They ure willing to pay every cent 
that they should be charged for trans- 
mission of despatches, They ask noth- 
ing more than fair play and publie

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GEORGE A. GOUIN VICTIM 


OF SHOOTING ACCIDENT 


At Cooking Lake Saturday Afternoon—Top of His Head Blowu off by Gun 
in Hands of H.N. Lane, a Companion on Duck Hunting Trip—Jury 


Returns Verdict of Accidental 


Community. 
Many citizens of Edmonton were 
shocked yesterday to leayn of the 


death of George A. Gouin by acciden- 
tal shooting at Cooking Lake on Sat- 
urday afternoon. The party who were 
with him at the time, composed of H. 
N. Lane, H, J. Helliwell and Dr. Har- 
rison, drove the twenty miles from 
the lake yesterday forenoon, bringing 
with them the body, which was at 
once taken to the undertaking rooms 
of Moffatt, MeCoppen & Bull, 

Mr, Lane, who was the accidental 
cause of the fatality, at once reported 
to Coroner Dr, Braithwaite and the 
Mounted Police Barracks, giving the 
details of the tragedy, 

This morning a jury was empannel- 
led with A. E. Jackson as toteman, 
and an inquest held at the police court 
rooms, 

The Story of Mr, Lane, 

The following is the account of the 
accident as told by Henry N. Lane, 
the unfortunate principal in the tra- 
gedy, 

“When we left Dr. Harrison and 
Mr. Helliwell, we ran the launch 
across to a point where we intended 
shooting, He steered the boat, and | 
ran the machinery. We ran in among 
the reeds, and aiter being there ten 
ov fifteen minutes, we noticed that the 
ducks were going in an other diree- 
tion,” 

“Gouin remarked if we went down 
to the bay where the ducks were tying 
in we would get better shooting. We 
ran down to this point mentioned and 
petettinto the reeds, where we got the 
best cover we could, He was sitting | 
at the bow, and I was at the stern, 
both on the left hand side of the boat 
on the same seat. 

“We shot this way three or four 
times, and we got one bird that he 
shot. We were in such a position that 
we could both shoot from the side at 
birds coming up the channel, but at 
birds over the bow or stern we would 
have to shoot lengthwise,

Was pointing it would go over the 
centre of the bow of the boat, I don’t 
know what angle upwards the gun was 
pointing, but the birds were about 25 
yards above the water, 

“Just as I pulled the trigger I saw 
his hat rise in front of my gun, and 
he fell backwards. I saw that he was 
dead, so I poled the boat out of the 
reeds, and ran over to the point where 
Dr. Harrison and Mr. Helliwell were, 

“T think, though it is only a theory, 


that he had not seen the ducks at 
which I was aiming, and when he 
heard their whistle he instinctively 


jumped up in the excitement of the 
moment not thinking of me.” 

Dr. Harrison's Evidence. 
Harrison was the first witness 
called, He stated that on Saturday 
last Mr. Lane and himself had been

In the 
afternoon about three o'clock, the 
party started out in Mr, Gouin’s 


launch to go to the shooting grounds, 
They divided into two parties, Mr. 
Helliwell and himself going to a point 
near the narrows, Mr. Lane and de- 
censed going in the other direction by 
the launch, out of sight, but not out 
of hearing, 

They heard them firing several shots, 
and it was about bal’ an hour later that 
heard the launeh coming and 
soon it rounded a point into sight. Short 
ly after his attention was drawn, more 
closely to it by hearing moans and he 
saw only one man in the boat. Tle went 
down to the edge of the lake feeling 
there had been an accident and that 
someone was badly wounded. 

The boat ran up on the shore at full 
speed and Lane jumped out crying “Dr. 
Dr., I've shot George’. The witness im- 
mediately jumped into the launch and 
found the man quite dead, Mr. Lane qwas 
terribly worked up and the sight was 
enough to unnerve any ona,

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TELEGRAPHERS 
LACK THE FUNDS 


To Continue Strike, But They Are 
Still Full of Fight--Small 
Would Call off Strike 


New York, Oct 12.—The United 
States labor commissioner, who has 


been in communication with President 
Clowry, of- the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company, concerning the strike 
of the tlegraphers, arrived here today 


and National President Small took 
measures at once to end the strike, All 
efforts to bring about negotiations 


with the telegraph company have fa 
ed and Small, who says that the re- 
sources of the union treasury are ex- 
hausted, has asked the locals through- 
out the United States to mest and vote 
on the question of calling the strike 
off. To this end he sent out this tele. 
gram last night to every lodge in the 
country: 

“Prominent New Yorkers have ap- 
pealed to me to call the strike off. 
All efforts at negotiations are exhaust- 
ed, and the companies’ officials say 
they will fight to a finish. The treas- 
ury is depleted and no more funds are 
available. Requests for relief from all 
sides are heavy and urgent. The gen- 
eral assembly cannot meet again, The 


strike, having been ordered without 
the president’s sanction, | recommend 
the local vote on the proposition.” 
It was learned that Commissioner 
Neill had a conference with the off- 


cials of the Western Union Company 


in the forenoon, and made a strong 
plea for some concessions to the strik- 
ers, 80 as to save them trom abso- 
lute defeat, The compani however, 


refused to concede anything and Neill 
gave the matter up. 
Voted to Continue Strike.

The uncon- 
tested ballots were counted at 
close of the polls by the deputy 
officers and gave Bradshaw 344, Tur- 
geon 333 with 339 votes tied up. Un- 
der the existing law, which in the

Kdmonton’s bookstores «till o muet 
held in the shelves devoted to paper- 
back novels many of the works of 
Mrs. Holmes, who has just passed 
away at her New York home. Her 
books were not of the mental pabulum 
of George Eliot's or Jane Austen's or 
Charlotte Bronte’s, and once out ol 
one’s teens it requires an immense el- 
fort to even glance through the con- 
ventional pages of Mary Jane Holme's 
works. But which of us did not at 
one time find a great girlish pleasure 
in her books, in which the good al 
ways triumphed and the wicked were 
punished—as they are not always in 
real life?

Mrs, Holmes was eighty years old) 
when she died, and continued to write 
up to 1905, With the exception oi 
Harriet Beecher Stowe, it is said that 
no woman author ever received so 
much for her books as did Mrs 
Holmes. Her stories treat of domestic) 
life and, without having an avowedly 
moral purpose, are pure in tone and 
free from sensational incidents. While 
the heroes and heroines sufferedefor 
a time, the villain always was pun- 
ished. She did not deal in villains 
with wild passionate blood alway: at 


fever heat. The male characters 
fought against the ordinary tempta 
tions of life and were never faced 
with problems that might upset the 


moral world, And because the novel- 
treated of everyday life in a sane way, 
more than 3,000,000 copies of Mrs. 
Holmes’ romances were sold during 
her lifetime, is 


Mrs. Holmes is said to have been 
a precocious child, She began to at 
tend school at three years of age, and 
was studying grammar at six, From 
her mother she inherited her love of 
romance, poetry and the beautiful 
She was a sensitive child, alway 
dreaming out pictures and fancies, a 
blue-eyed, golden-haired child, who 
begaw to teach school at thirteen 
years of age, though indeed the boys 


under her scorned her attempts to 
teach them, Later they were filled 
with admiration for the gentle little 


teacher, and were devoted to her. 
Even then she used to amuse her pu 
pils by her stories, and prophesied to 
her friends that she would write books 
which they would read—a declaration 


at which they mostly laughed, She 
made good her promise, but although 
strongly gifted with Hterary power 


and imagination, her many books are 
nothing, and will be nothing but pop- 
ular pieces of fictions Perhaps her 
own lack of higher education, her un 
eventful life, and credulous sweetness 
of nature, tended to restrain the devel 


opment of stronger fibre in her own 
mind and books.

JAPANESE INVASION 
TAKES A NEW TURN. 


Great House of Farutawa May Oper- 
ate Copper Mine on British 1! 
umbia ast. 


Victoria, B. C, Oct. 11.—Japan’s 
richest man, Toranosuke Furukawa, 
whom Japanese papers often called 


“the Rockefeller of Japan,” is to join 
with the Awaya-Ikeda Company, a 
Japanese mining company which is 
developing the Ikeda copper mines at 
Ikeda Bay, Queen Charlotte Islands, 
and the mines on the Northern Britieh 
Columbia Islands atc to be devel i 
on a large scale by the house of - 
rukawa, which controls the largest 
copper mines in Japan 

The Ikeda Bay mines were discover. 
ed by Japanese fishermen, not miners, 


and the fisherme) became miners 
when their diver .ound copper float 
while seeking ab. one. The laws of 
British Columbia are more generaus 


to Japanese and other aliens than 
those of Japan are to foreigners, and 
Japanese who discover rich mines in 
this province are permitted to own 
and develop them Foreigners in Japan 
could not do what the Ikeda Company 
is doing on Queen Charlotte Islands, 
It seems that some years ago, when 
the inrush of Japanese to the Fraser 
river began, Shinazo Awaya, who lives 
at Kiomachibori, in Osaka, which is 
the Chicago of Japan, sent Arichika 
Ikeda to British Columbia to engage 
in fishing. Business was not too sue- 
cessful until Ikeda moved to Queen 
Charlotte Islands, The old river steam- 
er Dawson, which was built by the C. 
P. R. for use on the Stikine river, was 
bought and beached at Ikeda Bay, 
where it was used as a fishing camp, 
from which the fishermen operated. 
They found ¢onsiderable abelone in 
the northern waters, and were at work 
prepating these for siipment when 
ore was discovered by one of the div- 
ers. Prospecting followed, fishing be- 
ing abandoned, and the rich mine 
which recently started shipping “ore 
to the Crofton smelter, and where 800 
Japanese are shortly to be employed 
in development, was located 
Same Rights as British Columbians. 
The Japanese lecators recorded the 
mine at the nearest office of a mining 
recorder under the same terms which 
British subjects would be required to 
follow, which must have amazed the 
Japanese when they though of how dif- 
ficult it would have been for foreigners 
to work a mine in Japan, more diffi- 
cult, in fact, than for ‘ta camel to pass 
through the eye of a needle,”

He referred his intention to the 
Furukawa family, through the Kawabe 
Shokai (company) in Osaka, wherefore 
the family are going to send two ex- 
perts to make an investigation of the 
mine. It is provisionally contracted 


between Awaya and the family that 
if the investigation of the experts 
proves the mine to be a promising 


one, the latter shall pay a rewara of 
3,000,000 yen, ($1,500,000) to the former, 
and then the business shall be jointly 
earried on by the parties, a capital 
of 500,000 yen ($250,000) being invested 
by the Furukawa family. Th experts 
of the Furukawas, accompanied by 
a relative of Awaya, and the Eisuke 
Kitagawa of the Kawabe Shokai, are 
now at the mine on the Queen Char- 
lotte Islands making an ‘nvesugation 
of the property on a large scale by 
Toranosuke Furukawa and his com- 
pany, which is capitalized at several 
millions of dollars, 
The Yankee of the East. 

Toranosuke Furukawa, head of the 
big Japanese firm, is now a student at 
Columbia College, finishing a course 
in mining and metallurgy. An inter- 
viewer recently described |iim as fol- 
lows: “Save for the color of his skin 
and the raven blackness of his hair, 
he could hardly be distinguished from 
an American student. He has the 
unmistakable Yankee college air, with 
a confidence and personality that be- 
long particularly to the New York 
type of university men. His clothes 
are cut just right, and anyone can see 
at a glance that he is a man of fash- 
ion, with well-bred  self-possession, 
and is always a gentleman.” 

Many thousand miners are employ- 
ed at the Ashio mines, near Nikko, 
which are operated by the Furikawa 
Company, which is to interest itself in 
the Ikeda Bay mines of the Japanese 
company. Ichebei Furukawa, who 


founded the fortunes of the family, an 
who died in 1903, was once a bank 
clerk, but his mind soared above the 
daily routine of business. His mind 


ran to mines, and he resigned his po- 


sition to become a prospector in the 
mountains near Nikko. He soon mas- 
tered the crude methods of mining

40,000 people saw the game—25,000 pay- 
ing, admission and 15,000 watching the 
struggle from buildings surrounding the 
Philadelphia baseball grounds. Dark- 
ness ended the game when the score was 
9 to 9. 

The I-nning tie game between De- 
troit and Philadelphia will go on record 
as one of the greatest contlicts played in 
baseball. Its importance lies in the fact 
that the two contending clubs in the 
league race were tho contesting teams. 

Another famous 17-inning tie game in 
the American league was played in 1902 


by Chicago and St. Louis. Bach club 
scored only two runs, “Red” Donohue 
was the pitcher for St. Louis, while 


Jimmy Callahan operated in the box for 
the Sox. 

Waddell was more successful in a 17- 
inning game played Aug. 9, 1900, in the 
old Western league. Milwaukee beat 
Chicago 3 to 2 in 17 innings, with Wad- 
deil in the box for the finners.

INTERNATIONAL OLYMPIAD. 

London, Met, 11.—The complete pro- 
gram of the International Olympiad to 
be held in London, England, next: year, 
has arrived. There are twenty-five ath- 
letic events, three archery, seven cy-

The women competitors will be restrict- 
ed to the gentler orts of skating, lawn 
tennis and archery.
